forbidding the Roman Chriftians to rejoice, as the reſt of the 
Citizens did, when they were rid of that Monſter ? Certainly 
had reſiſting of Tyrants by thoſe who had power to do it been 
a, damnable Sin, the divinely infpir'd Writers of the New 
Teſtament, who foreknew that ſo” great à part of the World 
would have Chriftanity eftabliſh'd By Law, would ſomewhere 
or other have forewarn'd Chriftians againft reſiſting of Ty- 
_ rants, that ſhould overturn their Laws and Religion, If they | 
had, Athanaſivs, the Author of one of our Creeds appointed 
to be read in the Church, wou'd never have approy'd what 
Lucifer of Cagliari wrote to Conſtant ius the Emperor who favour'd 
the Arians, viz. That he ought to be put to death according 
to Det 13.6. for inticing the People to ſerye other Gods 2 
© and told him that *twas as lawful to reſiſt him, as twas for 
* the Jews to reſiſt the Sacrilege of An,. : 
* TRequally confident in Sagheveref toalledg, that he taught 
that Doctrine as he learnt it em the Homilys of the Church, 
and-was enjoin'd to teach it by the Articles of our Religion. 
How often muſt he and his Faction be told, that thoſe Homilys 
were deſign'd againſt the Papifts, wha, were mere private Per- 
ſons, and roſe in Rebellion againſt K. Edward VI. and Q. Eli- 
zabeth, who had aboliſh'd their Religion by Law! But what is 
this to the Cale of feſiſting Princes who invade our Religion, 
Lives and Libertys, contrary to Law? The Compilers of our 
Homilys were fo far from thinking this unlawful, that Biſhop | 
Fewel, one of the chief of them, in_the Defence of his A- 
pology for the Church of England, juſtifies Luther, - Melenfthon, 
and other Reformers, for maintaining the Lawfulneſs of Peo- 
ples defending themſelves againſt lawleſs Oppreſſon, as Da- 
Lia defended Hmſelt by irm'd Force againſt Saw who was oy 
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. 5 (19) 88 
his King and Father - in Law; which is as full to the purpoſe, 
as if it had been writ with a view to defend the practice of 
the late Prince George of Denmark,” in which his Royal Highneſs 
and her preſent Majeſty concur d with her late Sifter and Bro- 
ther-in-Law of glorious memory. Beſides, the Doctor and his 
Party have been told again and again, that Biſhop Jewel de- 
fended the French Proteftants for taking up Arms againſt their 
tyrannical and perſecuting Princes; and that the whole Clergy \ 
in England + in ſeveral Convocations, wherein thoſe who ' 
wrote the Homilys were Members, approve Q. Elizabeth's aſ- 
ſiſting the French, Scots, and Dutch Proteſtants againſt their 
oppreſirve and arbitrary Princes; and gave her ſo much Mony 
to ſupport them in it, as came to a whole Year's Revenue of 
all the Benefices of England, Her Parliaments did alfo ap- 
prove it, and aſſiſt her with Mony. All which is ſufficient to 
convince any man who will not ſhut his eyes againſt demon- 
firation, that the Doctor and his Faction have wickedly ſlan- 
der'd our Homilys and Articles, and thoſe who compos'd them; 
and that he is guilty of the greateſt Impudence as well as Pre- 
varication, to offer ſuch a Defence to both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, and eſpecially in preſence of the Lords Spiritual, who 
muſt certainly know from the Convocation-Books, that thoſe 
things are true, What the Doctor quotes in his Collection from 
Biſhop Overhal's Convocation-Book, will ftand him in little 
Read z ſince as he has given it us, it only infers the general 
Duty of Obedience of Subjects to their Sovereign, but ſays 
nothing at all of ſuch a Caſe as ours at the Revolution. But 
had be been Maſter of the leaſt Ingenuity, he wou'd never 
have urg'd that Paſſage: ſince p. 67, 68. they approve what 
Mattathias did in reſiſting the Tyranny and Cruclty of Antio- 
chus, who was then poſſeſs'd of the Government of the Jews; 
and not only ſa, but approve his freeing them from the Syrian 
Yoke, and ſettling the Government in his own Family, where 
it continu'd till the Reman Conqueſt, Yet this Government the 
Convocation approv'd, and ſaid 'twas unlawful for the ems to 
rebel againſt it; than which nothing cou'd be ſaid more ex- 
© preſs in defence of the late Revolution: So that we plainly 
perceive the Doctor and his Party take things by halves, as 
the Devil the Father of Lyes quotes Scripture. This Opinion 
of that Convocation was ſo much the more remarkable, be- 
cauſe K James I. defir'd that for the ſatisfact ion of others ra- 
ther than of himſelf, they wou'd give him their Opinion that 
*rwas lawful for him to own the Hollanders, who had taken 
Arms againſt their Sovereign, and ſet up another Government; 
which he tells them, in his Letter to Dr. Abbot, was not ſcru- 
pled in Q. Elizabeth's time. And his Majeſty is very angry 
with that Convocation, for ſeeming to ſuggeſt that even ſy- 
ranny When eftabliſh'd is God's OY becauſe to pleaſe him, 
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as they thought they wou'dinotexpreſly. juſtify the Revolt of 
the Dutch, nor cou'd they for ſhame abſolutely condemn them: 
and therefore to trim the matter, ſaid, that even when. Sub- 
jetts have by Rebellion eſtahliſhd any degenerate. Form of 
Government, the Authority ſo unjuſtly: gotten from the true 
and lawfal Poſſeſſor being always God's Authority, is ever to 
be reverenc'd and obey' d. So that here's both the King and 
Convocation againſt the Doctor: They approve the Revolt of 
the Fews under the Conduct of Aattatbia from Ant iuris the 
Srian; and the King ſays, that it es God the Author of 
Sin, to call 'Tyranny: his Authority. By which, according to 
the King, reſiſting of à Tyrant is not reſiſting the Ordi 4 
of God : which is a much better Commentary on the 13th of 
the Romans, than the Doctor and his Party have ever. yet tren 
us; and being from the -/ mouth of the lcarnedeſt Prince that 
ever fat on the Engliſh, Throne, and alſo the Head of the 
Church, is more to he regarded than that of all the icu- 
* Dotters that Sachevereil has cram'd into his Colſection: 
eſpecially if we conſider that K. James was fond enough of 
Prerogative, and wou'd not have ſpoke fo againſt his own In- 
tereſt, bad it not been from the Conviction of his Conſcience. 
And that he did not ſpeak chus at random, or in a heat, but 
that twas his fixt Judgment, is plain from his Speech 48 Par- 
liament, March 21, 1809. here he ſays, The King is bound 
* by a double Oath to preſerve the Laws, tacitiyß assbeing 
King, and expreſſy by his Coronation-Oath ; ſo. is every ju 
King bound to obſerye the Paction made with his People by 
< his Laws, fta ming the Government thereunto: and the King 
leaves to be King, and d-generates into a Tyrant, aſſoon 
< as he leaves off to govern by Law; in which caſe the King's 
© Conſcience. may ſpeak to him as the poor Woman did to 
< Philip of Mace4on, Either govern according to Lam, or ceaſe to be 
King. Which is far from Sacheverel{'s ſlaviſh Doctrine of 
unconditional Obedience. He may alſo. be pleas d to know, 
that the Biſhops in Parliament in Q Elizabeth's time approv'd - 
the Dethronement of Q. Mary by the Scots, objected it to her 
Plea, That being a Sovereign and Independent Princeſs, ſne 
was not ſubject to Q Elizabeth's juriſdiction; and preſs'd the 
Queen to take. her Lite as Conſtant ine did that of his Fellgw-Empe- 
ror Licinius, becauſe he was an Enemy to the Empire add Chriſ- 
tian Religion. They knew well enough that Iſary Q. of Scots was 
next Heireſs to the Crown. of England, but that was no bar to 
their Judgment, They anſwer'd all Objections thus: If our 
< Danger be join'd with the Danger of our gracious Sovereign 
c and native Cauntry, we ſee. not how we can be accounted ; 
< Godly Biſhops or Faithful Subjects, if in common peril we 
© ſhowld not cry out and give warning; or on the other hand, 
* how can they be thought to have true Hearts towards God, 
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© and towards their Country, that will -miſlike our ſo. doing,” 
< and ſeek to difcredit us. And that this was the Opinion of 
our firſt Reformer, is evident from the firſt and ſecond of 
Philip and Mam, Cap. 9. which made it Treaſon in any one te 
pray that God o Garten the Queen's days, or 30 take ber out of the 
way, becauſe the Proteſtants did then pray in their private 
Meetings that God would turn her Heart from Idola 
| to the true Faith, or ſhorten Her Days. Twere eaſy. 
to add the Opinions of Biſhop Bil/on, Aeon. Abbott, 
Dr. Avober, and other t. Divines of the Church of Eng- 
land, ſafficient: to ballance Sacheverell's private Authori- 
ties; but tis not worth while, ſince we have the judgment of 
the Church of England in the ns of Queen Elizabeth and 
King James againſt him: beſides, he ought to remember that 
when Archbiſhop Sancreft, and the reft of the Biſhops in the 
Reign-of the late King Janes, were ſollicited by him to de- 
clare their abhorrence of the Prince of Oranges Deſcent, they 
were ſo far from it, that the Archbiſhop and 5 other Biſhops 
waited upon the King with ar ee for redreſhng the Grie- 
vances of the Nation, and adyifing him to return to the Com- 
munion of the Church of England ; and afterwards the Arch- 
biſhop, with fix other Biſhops, and ſeveral Temporal Lords, 
preſented a Petition to the King for calling a Parliament for 
redreſſing of Grievances, and preventing the Miſeries of - 
War which was breaking forth in the Bowels of the Kingdom. 
Upon which a Court Paper of Reflections was then publiſh'd, 
comparing their Petition and Propoſals to the Remonſtrances 
in 1641. By all this the Doctor is convicted of the higheſt de- 
gree of Impudence, to aſſert that his Doctrine is that of the 
Church of EZng/and, and that there was no Reſiſtance defign'd 
in the late Revolution, when the Declarations on both tides. - 
maniſeſt the contrary, and when nineteen Biſhops and Lords. 
tell the King in their Petition that a War was breaking out in 
the Kingdom: which had been the greateſt Nonſenſe in Nature 
if the Prince and thoſe who join'd him had diſclaim'd all Impu- 
tation of Reſiſtance. It muſt certainly be a deſperate Cauſe. 
that requires ſuch notorious Falſhoods to ſupport it, and fucha 
Champion to: defend it. r | 
This Man muſt have his Conſcience ſear'd to a terrible de- 
gree, when he defends that againft which he is ſworn, and, 
condemns that in his Sermons, which he thanks God for in his 
Prayers, particularly in the Office for the fifth of November, - 
7 when the Church praiſes God for the Reſiſtance that was made 
oy his late Majeſty King William againft- Popiſh Tyranny and 
of Arbitrary Power, from which he deliver'd us, and for making 
uu oppolition fall before him till he became our King and Gover- 
y nor 3 which not only defends Reſiſtance, but the Dethronement: + 
df Tyrants: yet this Man has tbe boldneſs to alledg hg Au- 
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thority of the Church againſt Her own publick Offices ratiſyd 
by Authority, and to thank God for ftirring up Men to practiſe 
what he alledges he has forbid them on pain of Damnation; 
which is ſuch a complication of Blaſphemy, Treaſon, and Con- 
tradiction, as has ſcarce a Parallel in any part of the World. 

This is enough to anſwer all the Paſſages of particular Divines, 
which the Dôctor has inſerted in his Collection for his Juftifi- - 
cation, allowing them not to be wreſted or mangled, as ſome. 
of em certainly are, and others relate only to the general Obedi- 
ence due by private Sabjetts to their Sovereigns, without being 
applicable to ſuch à Caſe as the Revolution, when the over- 
| turning of our Conftitution was reſented by the whole Nation. 
The Dottor alledges that ſeveral Sermons of the ſame ten- 
dency with his have been preach'd before the Houſes, and 
that tis his ſingular misfortane to be Accus'd for what others 
have receiv'd Thanks. This is only another Inftance of his 
want of Modefty,to charge the Houſes with contraditting them- 
ſelves; but the weakneſs of the Slander is eaſily perceiv'd. - » 
There were never yet any. Sermons in England fo All'd with 
Malice, Sedition and Railing as his: befides, no man of 
Senſe can ſuppoſe the Houſes wou'd be guilty of fo much Incon- 
ſiſtency as to thank any body for 3 Sermons that black, 
en'd the Revolution; that tended to ſubvert Her Majeſty's 
Government, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion; that contradifted ' 
and arraign'd their own Reſolves that created Jealoufics and 
Diviſions among Her Majeſty's Subjects, and incited them ta 
Sedit ion and Rebellion, as tis evident his have actually done.

Apoſtles ſeal'd with their moſt precious Blood, and ſo many Pri- 
mitive Martyrs maintain'd even in the midſt of Flames, ſo many 
learned Biſhops, and Confeſſors recommended to Pofterity in 
their immortal Writings, as the diſtinguiſhing Badg, and Glory 
of our Reformation; nay, when 1 conſider, that tis what you your 
ſelves have already ſupported with inconteſtable Reaſon, - and 
Authority; it iu ns ſmall ſatisfaction to me to think, that as Your 
Lordſhips are my Judges, /o,. I hope in God, you muſt be my Ad vo- 
cates. What 4 Guilt, as well a Diſgrace, would it juſtly devolve 


upm the Clergy, to recede from amy Principle of our excellent 
Church, eſpecially from what has been ſo long retain'd, and boaſted 
of, an its peculiar Character! By abandoning which we. muſt re- 
lapſe into ſome of the worſt Doctrines even of Popery it ſelf, and 
render our ſelves the.moſt contemptible, os well- 5 inconſiſtent 
Church in the World ! T think, 3 may therefore with confidence uſe the 
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words of the Great Apoſtle to bis Accuſers; having obtain'd 
Hel * God, I continue unto this day, witneſſing bath to 

{mall and great; ſaying none other 12 * than thoſe which 
de Prophets and, Moſer (L may adi Chrift and his. Adil) did

Fr, my 8 if I baue committed am Faults.or Errors in 
Expreſſion, yet I inſiſt upon my Innocence with reſpe# to all the 
high Crimes ſald tomy Charge, fo I muſt fill inſiſt upon All the 
Poctrines which I have. taught, as being agreeable te the Word 
of God, and to the Doctrine of our moſt excellent and truly A- 
poſtolical Church, and which we of the Clergy are oblig'd 
oth by Subſcription, and Oath to.acknowledg, and defend. 
And how hard are our Circumſtances, if we muſt be 7 in 
this World for doing that, which if we do not, we ſhall be more hea- 
vily puniſh'd in the next! What 4 Condition are we in, if we are 
commanded to cry aloud and ſpare not, to. exhort, rebuke, in 
Seaſon and out of Seaſon, on -tbe ane band; and proſecuted, im- 
riſon'd, ruin'd on the other If this be our Caſe, who indeed is 
Fcien: for theſe things? And how truly may we of the Mini- 
firy above all Men living, apply to aur ſelves thoſe words of the Apo- 
ſtle, If in this Life only we have Hope in Chriſt, we are of 
all Men moſt miſerable ; But our Comfort is, that our Hope in 
Chriſt is not only in this Life. Juſtiy 1 1 ny be reproach'd, and 
deſerve ſome of thoſe Reflections, which in theſe licentious. times 
are 5 plentifully pour d upon u, were we nat ready te praftile the 
rines we preach, of Self- Denial, taking up our Croſs, and 
patient Submiſſion to Sufferings and Afflictions! For my own - 
part, it matters not what becomes of me, nor is my Deliverance, or 
Ruin, of any moment to the World ; or, if it be, I am ready. not 
only to be bound, but to die, could I by that do Service. to my 
Queen. my Church, or my Country; Konz count I my Life 
dear, fo that I might finiſh my Courſe with. Joy, and the Mi- 
niſtry, which I have receiv'd of the Lord. Jeſus. But may 
God ſodixe& Your Lordſhips, that thro me 4 Wound may not be 
given to the Doctrines of Scriptures, and of the Church, 
which Chriſt hach purchas'd with hisown Blood.

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REFLECTIONS... 


There has been ſo much ſaid already by way. of Anti- 
cipation in anſwer to the whole of this Speech, that a 
few Reflections more upon it may ſerve. What he ſays, Pa- 


ragraph 30. of the Evidences he could have produc'd of his 


hearty Affection to the preſent Government, is contradifed 


by all his Diſcourſes abovemention'd : nor needed the Commons 
have wanted Proofs to the contrary * his Actions, had it 
been worth their while to rake into his Life; but there was no 
need of that, ſince they had enough under his own hand to 
prove the Charge againſt him. det a * 5 8 

The Doctor complains, Paragraph 37. that the Charge of 
wickedly wreſting divers Texts of Scripture, lies very heavy 
upon him as a Chriſtian and a Miniſter, which is certainly 
true; and ſo much the more, that he has neither the Hone- 
- ity to confeſs, nor to repent of it, tho it be obvious to all the 
orld. Could any thing be more ſillily or maliciouſly per- 
verted than that Paſſage about the Prophet Eliſha's Servant, 
Pag. 21. that hp could not behold his Mafter's Peril, till his 
Eyes were open'd by a Miracle, and he found himſelf in the- 
_ midſt of Horſes and Chariots of Fire? when the contrary is ſo 
evident from the Text, 2 Kings 6. 15. that the Prophet's Ser- 
vant faw his Maſter's Danger from the Hoft of the Syrians, 
and cry'd out for fear, but could not ſee the Chariots of Fire 
that Heaven had ſent to defend his Maſter, till his Eyes were 


open'd by Miracle. Tis in vain for the Doctor to alledg, 


that this was a Miſtake of the Prefs, for twas certainly his 
on Blunder or Malice; for the opening of the Man's Eyes to 
ſee his Maſter's Security would no way have ſuted the Doc- 
for's purpoſe. At the ſame time we may juſtly obſerve. of the 
Doctor, that he is ſtruck with a much greater Blindneſs than 
that of the Prophet's Servant; for it was no fault of the 
Man's that he could not fee things ſupernatural ; but the Doc- 


tor is criminal to a degree, that he can't ſee the Church ſe- 


cur'd from danger by ſo many Laws, by a Queen of her own 
Principles on the Throne, 26 Biſhops' in the. Houſe of 
Peers, and by all the Lords and Commons of her Communion 


in both Houſes. But he makes good the old Proverb, That 


there's none ſo blind «s they that will not ſee. 

His perverting of the Text is further evident from the cloſe 

of his Sermon, where he quotes a Paſſage out of the Lamenta- 

tim that is not there, viz. that tho the Church lies bleeding 
of the Wounds ſhe has receiv'd in the Houſe of her Friends, 

Lam. 2. 2, 4. for ſo tis printed both in his Quarto and Ofaw 

Editions. Certainly this argues a ſcandalous Ignorance of the 


Scripture -in a D. D and an unexcuſable neglect, ſince a 


Glance upon his Concordance would have ſet him right. His

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Ignorance or Careleſneſs is as viſible in quoting the following 
words from Zech. 13.6. © For tho the ways of Sion may mourn 
for a time, and her Gates be deſolate, her Priefts ſigh and 
< ſhe in Bitterneſs, becauſe her Adverſarys are chief, and her 
Enemies at preſent proſper ; tho among all her Lovers ſhe has 
* few to comfort her, and many of her Friends have dealt 
© treacheroulſly with her, and are become her Enemies.“ Not 
one word. of which is in Zechary, but moſt of it in the Lamen- 
tat ions, Chap. 1. 2, 4. yet not ſo neither as he has quoted 
them, by jumbling ſome Texts together, the better to ſerve. 
his pur poſe. This is ſtill; more evident by his next Quota- 
tion from Tſaiah 51. 18. viz. © Tho there are few to guide her 
© among all the Sons whom ſhe has brought forth, neither are 
there many that take her by the hand of all the Sons that 
© ſhe hath brought up, Whereas the Text is, There is none 
to guide her among all the Sons whom ſhe has brought forth, 
neither is there any that taketh her by the Hand; which makes 
it plain, that his Deſign was maliciouſly to apply thoſe Texts 
to the Danger he - ſuppoſes the Church of England to be in. 
Hou is it poſſible then that this Man can obtain Belief from 
any body of ſenſe, that he did not ſuggeſt and aſſert, that the 
Church of England is in a Condition of great Peril and Adverſity 
under her Majeſty's Adminiſtration, when he ſays, * The Prieſts 
© of the Church ſigh, ſhe her ſelf is in Bitternerſs, and her 
< Adverſaries are chief?“ This explains his former Propoſi- 
tion, that falſe Brethren are entruſted with the Guardianſhip of the 
Church and Crown ;, and is a full proof of his libelling ber Maje- 
ſty's Adminiſtration, and ſuggeſting the Church to be in dan- 
gerunder it, One would think there's no need of further proof 
in a thing ſo clear from his words, and the whole tenour of his 
Sermons; yet we can't paſs by what he ſays in the cloſe of 
Pag. 25. viz. Let us dare to be trie in the worſt of times.” And 
near the beginning of pag. 26. where he adds, Let us there- 
fore, being well afſur'd how much our Cauſe deſerves, and how 
much at preſent it requires our braveſt Reſolution, ' hold faſt our 
Integrity and Religion without wavering, and earneſtly con- 
< tend for the Faith which was once deliver'd unto the Saints 
for we wreſtle not only againſt Fleſh and Blood, but againſt 
* Principalitys and Powers, againſt the Rulers of the Darkneſs of 
© this World, againſt ſpiritual Wickedneſs in High Places.“ If any 
Man compare theſe Quotations with what has been ſaid be- 
fore, that the Church lies bleeding of the Wounds ſhe has re- 
ceiv*d.in the Hauſe of her Priends, that her Adverſarys are chief, 
that her Ene mies at preſent proſper, that ſhe has few to comfort 
er, few to guide her among all her Sons, nor many to take 
her by the Hand, he muſt do Violence to his own Senſe and 
Reaſon, not to be convinc'd that theſe Sermons were deſign'd 
as an Invectiye againſt hex Majeſty, her Miniſtry, the Lord

His Falſhood in the 34th Paragraph, where he ſays, his Doc- 
trine tended to the Security of the Proteſtant Succeſſion, is every 
whit as plain.

Right, to make her a Creature of their own Power? How then

can his preaching up the utter Illegality of reſiſting Princes on 


any pretence whatſoever, be conſiſtent either with her Maje- 


ſry's Succeſſion, or that of the Houſe of Hanover, both which 
are founded upon Reſiſtance ? Or how is the Title of the Houſe 
of Hanover conſiſtent with his Plea of Hereditary Right, 
ſince' there are almoſt twenty Perſons, who are nearer in 


Blood to the Crown than they, ſet aſide to make way for them? 


But Contradictions are fo natural to the Doctor, that he can 

ſwallow and ſwear to them with as much Eaſe as other men 
can to Demonſtrations. Tis pleaſant to hear this Champion 
of Slarery confeſs, that the Proteſtant Succeſſion is, next to 
God's Providence, the beſt Guard we have againſt Popery and

His ſaying, that he can't apprehend how the Doctrine of 
Reſiſtance, that brought her Majeſty's Royal Grandfather to 
the Block, comes to be mention'd or thought of, much leſs to 
be induſtriouſly maintain'd as a neceſſary and indiſpenſible Du, 
ty under the moſt mild and gracious Adminiſtration of the 
beſt of Queens, ſerves only to diſcover his Malice and Hypo- 
criſy. Does he not yet know that the Reſiſtance, which

without any Fault of his, or the leaſt degree of Inconrage- 
ment given by him, which be profeſſes in the preſence of God 
to abhor.

neceſſary or expedient. With what face then can this Man 
„ Frevile the Queen and Parliament, and lay a double Load of 
Damnation upon them for the Toleration, by which Diſſenters 
gate exempted from complying with the :Ceremonys, which 
| the Church owns to be alterable by thoſe in Authority? His 
Doctrine in this matter is likewiſe condemn'd by the twentieth 
Article of the Church, which ſays, She ought not to decree 
© or inforce any thing to be beliey'd for neceſſity of Salvation 
© beſides the Word of God: And fince tis evident that the 
Church,of England has no where declar'd, that any thing where- 
in ſlie differs from Diſſenters is to be believ'd for Neceſſity 
of Salvation, by what Authority does this Man damn all thoſe 
who ſo differ from her? *Tis in vain for him to have recourſe 
to their differing from her in point of Epiſcopacy ; for that is 
no where in her Articles, which is the Standard of her Doc- 
trine, aſſerted to be of Divine Authérity. We have hear 
again and again, that at the time of the Reformation ſhe was 
of à quite contrary Opinion, as appears by The neceſſary 
Doctrine and Eruzition of any Chriſten Man, publiſh'd by the Au- 
thority of Henry VIII. and the Church of England after they 
had thrown off the Pope's Supremacy : for under the Head of 
the Sacrament af Orders, they declare that the Scripture only , 
mentions Prieſts and Deacons, Dr. Stitlingfleet in his Irenicum, 
p. 392. tells us that Archbiſhop Cranmer, as the Mouth of the 
Upper Houle of Convocation, anſwer'd to the Queſtion given 
in by the Lower Houſe concerning . and Presbyters, 
That they were not two things, but one Office in the begin- 
ning of Chriſt's Religion. And in the Year 1537. the Arch- 
biſhops of Canterbury and Tork, and the reft of the Biſhops and 
Clergy in Convocation, in their Book intitled, The Inſtitution of 


4 Chriſtian Man, dedicated e VIII. ſay, The truth * 
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* that in the New Teſtament there's no mention made of any 
5 of Diſt inctions in Orders, but only of Deacons and 
Miniſters: which was ſix years before. the King ſet out his 
Erudition of, any Chriſten Man, that contains the ſame Doctrine. 
According to this, Dr. Holland in an Act at Oxford, July 9. 1508. 
declar'd, That to ſay Epiſcopary is a diſtin Order from Preſ- 
bytery, and therefore ſuperiour Jure Diuino; is contrary to the 
Scriptures, Fathers, and Doctrine of the Church of England. 
By all which it appears, that Dr. Sacheverell is an Apoſtate 
from the Church of England, and not thoſe whom he calls Falſe 
Brethren, becauſe they ſay that the Divine Apoftolicat Inſtitu- 
tion of Epiſcopacy is a novel Dottrine, not ſufficiently war- 
ranted by Scripture, as he exprefles it, p. 8. of his St. Paul's 
Sermon. Beſides, even many of thoſe who affect to be call'd 
High Churchmen at preſent, have in the Papers that paſs'd of 
late years between the two Houſes of Convocation, pleaded 
that their Power is not ſubordinate, but co- ordinate to that of 
the Biſhops. . All which juſtifies what the Queen and Parlia- 
ment have done, in ſettling Presbytery in Scotland, and con- 
demns Sacheverell's uncharitable Doctrine. 5 
But ſince the Doctor ſays truly, That all the Clergy are ob- 
lig'd by Subſcription and Oath to acknowledg and defend the 
Doctrine of the Church; how can he excuſe himſelf. from Per- 
jury, for preaching contrary to her Doctrine, net only in the 
reſpetts aboye-mention'd,. but likewiſe in reſpect to her tenth 
Article of Free- will, and the ſeventeenth Article of Predeſlina- 
tion and Election? p. 16. of his Aſſize - Sermon at Oxford, where 
he arraigns that Doctrine and the Maintainers of it, as re- 
< preſenting God to be a hard and inexorable Maſter, tram- 
_ © pling upon his Vaſſals, and loading them with unreaſonable 
1 Chatas and Impoſitions, taking up what he laid not dou n, 
© and rea ping what he did not ſow, and making the works of 
© his own hands to be reprobated Veſſels of eternal Wrath and 
Vengeance for invincible Ignorance and neceſſary Infirmitys. 
© This is a ſad Prelude to Deſpair, which God permits ſome ſelf- 
© tormenting and deſponding Men to fall into; and is the moſt 
£ powerful Efficacy of deviliſh Impoſture; which can perſuade 


Men to inyent and believe ſuch monſtrous and ablurd Tenets.* 


The Doctor would do well to explain what he means by neceſſary 
Infirmitys, that make Men liable to eternal Wrath and Ven- 

eance, Will he maintain the Neceſſity of Sin, or that every 
Jin does not make us liable to God's eternal Vengeance? or 
will he fall in with the Popiſh Diſtinction of mortal and venial 
Sin? This may agree indeed with the Morals of the Jeſuits, 
and the Canons of the Council of Trent; but is quite contrary 
to the Doctrine of the Church of England, who in her nintit 
Article ſays, © We deſerve Gpd's Wrath and Damnation ſor 
© Original Sin, which we derive from our firſt Parents: ans 
| 3 . e | ths 
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this Sin, if any, muſt be one of the Doctor's neceſſary Infir-, 
mitys. If he pleaſes to look into the Jeſuits Morals, pub- 
liſh'd by Dr. Tongue, he may ſee his Doctrine about Sins of 

' Ignorance and neceffary Infirmitys; but we are ſure he can find 

no ſuch thing in the Articles or Homilys of the Church of 
England, who in her ſeventeenth Article has in the ſame man- 

| ner as other Proteſtant Churches aſſerted Predeſtination to be 
a Doctrine full of ſweet, pleaſant, and unſpeakable. Comfort 
to Godly Perfons ; and ſhe gives a ſufficient Caveat againſt its 
driving any body to Deſpair, if they will receive God's Pro- 
miſes, and do his Will, as tis declar'd to us in the Scripture. 

By all Which 'twill appear, that the Judgment of the Lords 
againſt him has given no Wound to the Doctrine of the Scrip- 
tures, and of the Church, as he does ſeditioully inſinuate it 

would, if they condemn'd him. lh | 

To conclude : *Tis hop'd no candid Reader will b& offended 

at any Sharpneſs of Expreſſion they may meet with in theſe 
Reflections, conſidering the Perſon and the Cauſe on which 
they are made, and the inſolent Treatment of the Commons 
of Great Britain by the Doctor in his Speech. Tis likewiſe hop'd 

| ' they win excuſe ſuch Repetitions as they may now! and then

Humbly offer*d to all Electors of Parliament and Convocation. Printed 
In 1702. The ſecond is intitled, The Rights of the Church of, 
' England ſe rted and prov'd, in an Anſwer to a late Pamphlet inti- 
flex, The Rights of the Proteſtant Diſſenters, in a Review of 
their Cale. Printed in 1705. The Evidence drawn from thoſe 
Papers we ſhall rank under their proper Heads. The firft is 
of the Doctor's enmity to and aſperſing the late happy Revo- 
lution, and the Memory of his late Majeſty K. William; both 
which he has ſo ſolemnly deny'd in the preſence of God, her 
Majeſty, and the Parliament.
